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FORE  WORD 

Having  reviewed  and  revised  the  Junior  High  School  Program,  the 
Department  of  Education  is  undertaking  to  review  and  revise,  where 
necessary,  the  program  of  Grades  X,  XI  and  XII.  In  general  the  plan  is 
to  have  all  Grade  X students  follow  the  new  program  during  1952-53, 
and  then  to  introduce  the  new  Grade  XI  and  XII  programs  in  1953-54, 
1954-55,  respectively. 

In  accordance  with  this  plan,  students  entering  Grade  X in  the  fall 
of  1952  will  follow  the  new  program.  Students  in  Grades  XI  and  XII, 
however,  will  continue  with  the  old  program.  This  is  true  in  every  subject 
except  mathematics.  New  courses  in  mathematics  will  be  introduced  in 
Grade  XI  in  September,  1952. 

The  purpose  of  this  bulletin  is  to  give  an  outline  of  the  total  high 
school  program  for  1952-53,  with  particular  attention  to  changes  in 
regulations  and  programs  of  study,  especially  for  Grade  X.  In  addition, 
the  publication  contains  sections  of  the  old  regulations  that  continue  to 
be  in  force  and  consequently  govern  the  students  who  are  completing 
high  school  under  the  old  program.  Lastly,  some  major  changes  proposed 
for  the  future  are  included  for  the  reader's  information. 
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Major  Features  of  the  New  Program 

NUMBERING  SYSTEM  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  COURSES 

A new  system  for  numbering  senior  high  school  courses  has  been  designed  to 
facilitate  curricular  expansion.  Beginning  in  September,  1952,  the  new  numbering 
system  will  be  adopted  for  all  courses  in  Grade  X and  the  two  new  mathematics 
courses  for  Grade  XI.  For  the  school  year  1952-53  all  other  courses  for  Grade  XI  and 
all  courses  for  Grade  XII  will  continue  to  be  known  by  their  old  names  and  numbers. 

When  the  new  system  has  been  fully  implemented  all  courses  will  be  numbered 
in  decades.  Numbers  10-19  will  be  used  for  Grade  X courses,  numbers  20-29  for  Grade 
XI  courses  and  numbers  30-39  for  Grade  XII  courses. 

Example :

INCREASED  TIME  ALLOTMENT  FOR  ENGLISH 

Commencing  in  September,  1952,  the  time  allotment  for  English  in  the  senior 
high  school  will  be  increased,  and  English  Language  and  English  Literature  will  be 
separate  courses.  In  Grade  X,  for  example,  English  Language  10  (5  credits)  and  English 
Literature  10  (3  credits)  replace  the  former  English  I (5  credits). 

NEW  COURSES  IN  MATHEMATICS  AND  SCIENCES 

The  old  Geometry  I course  has  been  replaced  by  Mathematics  10  which  is 
mainly  geometry  but  contains  some  arithmetic  and  some  algebra.  The  present  course 
in  Algebra  I is  now  replaced  by  a new  course  called  Mathematics  20  which  is  mainly 
algebra.  Mathematics  2 I is  a new  course  known  as  Mathematics  for  the  Consumer. 

Physics  I is  replaced  by  a new  course,  Science  10  which  contains  physics, 
chemistry,  geology,  astronomy  and  meteorology. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

Henceforth  no  Matriculation  courses  in  foreiqn  languages  will  be  offered  in 
Grade  X.  In  1952-53  French  2,  French  3,  Latin  2,  Latin  3(  German  2,  and  German  3 will 
be  available  to  students,  but  French  I,  Latin  I and  German  I will  not  be  offered  in  any 
senior  high  school  in  Alberta. 

FLEXIBILITY 

Within  the  framework  of  the  new  program  it  will  be  possible  in  several  ways  to 
achieve  greater  flexibility  in  programming  by  both  students  and  schools.  One  major 
feature  which  permits  greater  flexibility  is  the  variable  credit  value  of  some  of  the 
courses.  For  example,  Physical  Education  10  can  be  offered  for  two,  three  or  four 
credits  and  Art  10  can  be  offered  for  three,  four  or  five  credits.  (Please  note  that 
credits  in  a particular  course  may  be  varied  for  entire  classes  but  not  for  individual 
students.)  Another  feature  of  the  new  program  which  increases  its  flexibility  is  the 
restating  of  the  amount  of  instruction  time  required  for  each  subject  in  terms  of  minutes 
per  week  rather  than  number  of  periods  per  week  as  at  present.  This  will  give  the 
principal  of  the  school  more  freedom  in  constructing  timetables.

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Administrative  Changes  and  Regulations 

CREDIT  LOAD  FOR  STUDENTS 

A program  consisting  of  courses  having  a total  value  of  thirty-five  credits  is 
still  considered  to  be  a full  year’s  program  for  the  majority  of  senior  high  school 
students.  A student  may,  however,  carry  a program  of  courses  having  a total  value  of 
fewer  than  thirty-five  credits,  provided  that  he  obtain  special  permission  from  his 
principal  if  he  wishes  to  do  so  in  any  of  his  first  three  years  in  senior  high  school. 

A student  may  carry  a program  of  courses  having  a total  value  of  more  than 
t hirty-f ive  credits,  but  under  no  conditions  will  he  be  granted  more  than  forty  credits 
in  one  school  year.  Furthermore,  this  maximum  number  of  credits  must  include  the 
credit  values  not  only  of  all  courses  being  taken  toward  a diploma  but  also  the  credit 
values  of  any  "extra"  courses  and  any  "repeated"  courses.  These  "repeated"  courses 
must  be  counted  whether  or  not  the  student  is  repeating  a course  because  of  previous 
failure  or  merely  because  he  wishes  to  improve  his  standing  in  a course  for  which  he 
has  already  gained  credit. 

TIME  ALLOTMENTS  AND  SCHOOL  HOURS 

The  practice  of  defining  senior  high  school  credits  in  terms  of  the  number  of 
instruction  periods  per  week  is  being  discontinued.  Instead,  courses  will  be  weighted 
by  indicating  the  minimum  number  of  minutes  of  instruction  time  required  per  week. 
The  number  of  credits  a course  carries  will  be  in  a direct  ratio  to  the  total  instruction 
time  it  receives  in  a week.  For  example,  one  credit  corresponds  to  thirty-five  minutes 
of  instruction  time  per  week.  Language  10,  which  carries  a credit  value  of  five,  must 
therefore  receive  175  minutes  of  instruction  time  per  week. 

Discontinuing  the  practice  of  defining  credits  in  terms  of  the  number  of  instruc- 
tion periods  per  week  has  significant  implications  for  scheduling  periods.  The  new 
arrangement  allows  the  scheduling  of  periods  of  unequal  length.  For  example,  a five- 
credit  course  may  be  scheduled  for  one  seventy-minute  period  and  three  thirty-five- 
minute  periods  per  week.  Furthermore,  there  is  no  longer  any  need  for  the  standard 
instruction-time  school  to  assume  that  it  must  operate  on  an  eight-period  day.  Some 
schools  might  prefer,  for  example,  to  operate  on  a six-period  day  with  periods  of  fifty 
minutes  duration,  or  even  to  plan  a school  day  with  some  short  and  some  long  periods. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  the  amount  of  instruction  time  to  be 
devoted  to  Grade  X subjects  (i.e.  thirty-five  minutes  of  instruction  per  credit)  should  be 
considered  to  be  a minimum.  If  a school  considers  it  advantageous  to  provide  more 
than  this  minimum  time  for  some  subjects  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  do  so. 

Since  it  is  possible  for  a student  to  take  a forty-credit  program,  it  follows  that 
provision  must  be  made  in  all  high  schools  for  a minimum  of  280  minutes  of  instruction 
time  per  school  day,  such  time  being  exclusive  of  time  used  for  recesses  or  changing 
classes.  Instruction  time  per  school  day,  however,  should  not  exceed  300  minutes 
exclusive  of  time  taken  for  recesses  or  changing  classes. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  CREDITS 

i.  Attendance  Requirements 

(a)  All  students,  in  order  to  qualify  for  credits  in  Senior  high  school  courses  must 
take  either  classroom  instruction  during  school  hours  as  part  of  a regular  school 
program  based  on  a specific  time  schedule,  or  correspondence  instruction  under 
the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Education.  To  be  eligible  to  receive  credits 
for  a full  year's  program  a student  must  be  in  regular  attendance  throughout 


the  school  year.  Students  should  be  excused  from  attendance  for  good  and 
sufficent  reason  such  as  illness  and  helping  at  home  in  husbandry  or  necessary 
household  duties. 

It  should  be  understood,  however,  that  if  a student  is  absent  for  a period 
of  time  without  acceptable  reason,  he  cannot  expect  to  receive  credit  for  a 
full  year's  program.  For  example,  if  a student  does  not  enter  school  before 
January  he  cannot  be  recommended  at  the  close  of  that  year  for  more  than 
twenty-one  credits.  Similarly,  all  cases  of  irregular  attendance  must  be  con- 
sidered as  special  cases  regarding  the  number  of  credits,  if  any,  which  can  be 
awarded. 


(b)  A student  who  "repeats"  a course,  either  because  of  previous  failure  in  that 
course,  or  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a higher  standing,  must(  during  the  year 
in  which  he  repeats  the  course,  meet  the  attendance  requirement  mentioned  in 
(a)  above. 


2.  Letter  Gradings 

Standing  in  the  non-examination  courses  of  the  high  school  program  is  indicated  by 
means  of  letter  gradings.  The  following  schedule  gives  the  range  of  scores  on  a 
scale  of  0 to  100  corresponding  to  each  of  these  gradings:

3.  Standing  Required  for  Credit 

To  earn  the  credits  attached  to  any  course  on  the  high  school  program,  a 
student  must  achieve  at  least  a "C"  standing  in  that  course.  With  respect  to  stand- 
ings required  for  prerequisite  courses  please  see  pages  17  and  18. 


ANNUAL  LIST  OF  PUBLICATIONS 

The  Department  of  Education  now  issues  an  annual  list  of  publications  pre- 
pared by  the  Department.  These  publications  are  available  from  the  General  Office 
or  from  other  branches  of  the  Department  either  free  of  charge  or  at  prices  quoted 
on  the  list.  Copies  of  the  list  of  publications  are  sent  to  all  high  schools  at  the 
beginning  of  September.  Further  copies  may  be  obtained  on  request. 


STUDENTS  FROM  OUTSIDE  ALBERTA 

Students  entering  Alberta  High  Schools  from  without  the  Province  should 
submit  to  the  Registrar,  Department  of  Education,  Edmonton,  official  certificates 
or  statements  of  standing  in  order  that  the  Department  may  evaluate  these  and 
fix  the  conditions  under  which  the  students  may  proceed  with  the  Alberta  High 
School  Program,  Only  if  this  is  done  are  such  students  eligible  to  receive  credits 
lor  high  school  courses  taken  in  Alberta. 


PRIVATE  STUDY  OF  MUSIC

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NIGHT  SCHOOL 


Special  regulations  governing  night  schools  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  the  Associate  Director  of  Curriculum,  Department  of  Education,  Edmonton. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 

Students  who  wish  to  proceed  with  Grade  X work  are  required  to  have  com- 
plete Grade  IX  standing,  and  to  have  been  promoted  to  Grade  X by  the  High 
School  Entrance  Examinations  Board.  The  Grade  IX  Diploma  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  is  evidence  of  such  promotion. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  GRADUATION 

The  successful  completion  of  Grades  X,  XI  and  XII,  in  accordance  with  the 
present  diploma  requirements,  entitles  a student  to  the  High  School  Diploma  which 
is  the  same  for  all  students.  That  is  to  say,  there  is  no  special  diploma  for  University 
Matriculation,  Commercial  or  Technical  Program  patterns.

STUDENT  PROGRAMS 

1 . General 

(a)  In  organizing  his  program  a student  should  keep  in  mind  the  requirements  for  a 
High  School  Diploma  as  outlined  in  PART  II,  Page  25. 

(b)  A student's  choice  of  subjects  in  Grades  XI  and  XII  must  be  governed  by 
prerequisite  requirements  and  the  special  regulations  governing  certain  sub- 
jects as  outlined  in  Sections  5 and  6 below. 

(c)  Students  should  again  be  reminded  that  a program  of  courses  having  a total 
value  of  thirty-five  credits  is  considered  to  be  a full  year's  work  and  that  under 
no  conditions  will  a student  be  granted  more  than  forty  credits  in  one  school 
year. 

(See  PART  I,  Page  I I .) 

2.  First  Year — Grade  X 

During  his  first  year  in  high  school  a student  must  take  Language  10,  Literature  10, 
Social  Studies  10,  Physical  Education  10,  and  Health  and  Personal  Development  10. 

3.  Second  Year — Grade  XI 

During  his  second  year  in  high  school  a student  may  choose  courses  listed  under 
Grade  X and  Grade  XI  only.  He  may  not  choose  any  Grade  XII  courses  until  he 
has  obtained  at  least  forty-five  credits. 

4.  Third  Year — Grade  XII 

After  a student  has  obtained  forty-five  or  more  credits  he  may  choose  courses 
listed  under  Grade  X,  Grade  XI  and  Grade  XII. 

5.  Prerequisite  Requirements 

(a)  Instruction  in  the  second  or  third  course  of  any  CONSTANT  may  be  taken  only 
by  students  who  have  achieved  at  least  "C"  standing  in  the  first  or  second 
course  respectively. 
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(b)  Instruction  in  the  second-year  course  of  an  elective  in  any  sequence  may  be 
taken  by  students  who  have  at  least  a "C"  standing  in  the  first-year  course  of 
that  elective. 

(c)  Instruction  in  the  third-year  course  of  any  elective  in  sequence  may  be  taken 
only  by  students  who  have  at  least  "B"  standing  in  the  preceding  second  year 
elective. 

Special  Note:  Since  students  cannot  proceed  from  a second-year  course  to  a third-year 
course  of  an  elective  subject  without  a "B"  standing(  students  should  be  advised 
not  to  proceed  to  the  second-year  course  of  an  elective  unless  they  have  ob- 
tained a "B"  standing  in  the  first-year  course  of  that  elective.  However,  there 
may  be  justifiable  circumstances  wherein  a student  should  be  permitted,  if  he 
so  wishes,  to  proceed  to  a second-year  course  of  an  elective  although  he  ob- 
tained only  a "C"  standing  in  the  first-year  course  of  such  elective. 

(d)  For  1952-53  the  following  old  regulations  will  continue  to  apply  for  students  in 
Grades  XI  and  XII  completing  their  high  school  course  under  the  old  program. 

(i)  Since  no  prerequisite  is  required  Biology  2 may  be  taken  by  a student  who 
has  not  taken  Biology  I (Science  I I). 

(ii)  Instruction  in  Trigonometry  and  Analytical  Geometry  may  be  taken  only  by 
students  who  have  obtained  at  least  "B"  standing  in  one  of  Geometry  I, 
Mathematics  10  or  General  Mathematics  2.  Instruction  in  Algebra  2 may 
be  taken  only  by  students  who  have  obtained  at  least  "B"  standing  in  either 
Algebra  I or  General  Mathematics  2. 

(iii)  Instruction  in  Secretarial  Training  I may  be  taken  only  by  students  who 
have  obtained  at  least  "B"  standing  in  both  Shorthand  2 and  Typewriting 
2. 

(iv)  The  courses  in  General  Mathematics  2 and  General  Science  2 have  been 

discontinued  as  regular  high  school  courses  but  may  be  taken  under 
special  circumstances  in  which  old  regulations  pertaining  to  them  will  still 
apply.  Teachers  concerned  are  advised  to  consult  an  Inspector  of  High 
Schools  or  the  Curriculum  Branch  for  direction  and  guidance  in  this  matter. 

(v)  Instruction  in  Chemistry  2 may  be  taken  only  by  students  who  have  ob- 
tained at  least  "B"  standing  in  either  Chemistry  I or  General  Science  2; 
and  instruction  in  Physics  2 may  be  taken  only  by  students  who  have  ob- 
at  least  "B"  standing  in  either  Physics  I (or  Science  10)  or  General  Science 
2. 

(vi)  Students  may  not  obtain  credit  in  both  Typewriting  3 and  Secretarial 
Training  I. 

6.  "Extra"  Grade  XII  Courses 

A student  in  his  final  year  at  high  school,  who  is  taking  a course  necessary  to  com- 
plete requirements  for  a high  school  diploma,  and  who  wishes  to  obtain  matricu- 
lation standing  in  certain  Grade  XII  courses  for  which  he  does  not  hold  the  required 
prerequisite  standings,  may  take  instruction  and  write  the  examinations  in  one  or 
more  of  these  "extra"  courses,  provided  that: 

(a)  The  total  number  of  credits  carried  by  the  student  during  the  year  (including 
the  credit  values  of  these  "extra"  courses  does  not  exceed  the  usual  forty 
credit  maximum.) 

(b)  The  student  shall  not  receive  high  school  "credits"  for  such  courses,  but  only  a 
statement  of  the  scores  which  he  obtains  on  the  final  examinations. 
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7.  Special  Note  to  Principals 

Although  permission  for  students  to  depart  from  the  rules  laid  down  in  the  High 
School  Regulations  is  rarely  granted,  a principal  who  wishes  to  submit,  for  special 
consideration,  the  name  of  an  individual  student  whose  program  appears  to  be  un- 
desirably restricted  because  of  a rigid  application  of  certain  regulations  may  apply 
directly  to  the  Associate  Director  of  Curriculum,  Department  of  Education,  giving 
full  particulars  of  the  case  and  outlining  the  special  concessions  for  which  approval 
is  requested  and  the  circumstances  that  seem  to  warrant  special  consideration.

OLD  REGULATIONS  STILL  APPLICABLE 

FOR 

1952-53 
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When  the  complete  transition  is  made  from  the  old  high  school  program  to  the 
new  high  school  program  all  the  regulations  which  have  been  used  in  the  past  will  be 
discontinued  and  a complete  new  set  of  regulations  will  replace  them.  However,  since 
most  of  the  students  in  the  high  schools  during  1952-53  will  be  continuing  under  the 
old  program,  and  since  other  matters  such  as  Grade  XII  examinations  and  teacher 
qualifications  will  not  change  immediately,  it  is  thought  advisable  to  include  in  this 
part  of  the  Handbook  for  1952-53  excerpts  from  the  old  regulations  which  are  still  in 
effect  and  which  have  not  been  absorbed  into  the  new  regulations  given  in  PART  I. 
it  is  expected  that  by  1954  at  the  latest  all  of  these  old  regulations  will  have  been  re- 
vised and  included  in  a completely  new  Handbook.  For  the  next  few  years,  however, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  print  annually  a new  edition  of  the  Regulations  so  that  principals 
and  teachers  may  be  kept  fully  informed  on  all  changes.  Principals  of  small  high  schools 
operating  under  Sections  5 and  6,  Pages  33,  34  of  this  Handbook,  are  reminded  to 
consult,  in  addition  to  these  Regulations,  the  separate  statement  entitled  "Program- 
ming in  the  Small  'High  Schools,  1952-53,"  sent  out  in  bulletin  form. 

The  following  sections  of  the  old  Regulations  are  quoted  verbatim  except  for 
dates  and  page  references  which  have  been  changed  where  necessary. 


Limitation  of  Credits  in  Certain  Schools 

1.  General  Regulations  Governing  Small  Schools 

(a)  From  schools  of  certain  types,  as  set  forth  in  the  detailed  regulations  which 
follow,  recommendations  for  high  school  credits  are  accepted  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  only  through  a special  arrangement  with  an  Inspector  or 
Divisional  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

(b)  Under  such  a special  arrangement  it  will  be  permissible  for  these  schools  to 
operate  on  a program  that  does  not  meet  fully  the  standard  requirements  in 
instruction  time.  The  percentages  of  instruction  time  which  must  be  met  are 
indicated  in  Sections  2 to  6 inclusive  set  forth  below. 

(c)  In  all  classrooms  where  it  is  proposed  that  one  teacher  offer  instruction  in  high 
school  grades  along  with  instruction  in  lower  grades,  such  instruction  in  high 
school  grades  shall  not  be  authorized  unless  the  Inspector  or  Divisional  Superin- 
tendent is  satisfied  that  part  of  the  teacher's  time  can  be  taken  for  high  school 
instruction  without  depriving  pupils  of  the  lower  grades  of  time  for  instruction 
that  rightfully  belongs  to  them. 

(d)  Teachers  shall  not  commit  their  high  school  students  to  a final  program  for  the 
year,  and  to  the  purchase  of  text-books  or  reference  books,  until  such  a program 
and  the  organization  of  the  school  for  the  year  shall  have  been  approved  by  an 
Inspector  or  the  Divisional  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  here  set  forth. 

2.  One-Room  Schools 

(a)  No  instruction  in  high  school  subjects  shall  be  given  in  one-room  schools  where 
all  of  the  grades  below  X are  represented. 

(b)  If  in  a one-room  school,  Grade  VII  is  not  represented,  or  Grade  VIII,  or  both  of 
these  grades,  the  preceding  regulation  will  still  apply;  for  the  reason  that  the 
minimum  amount  of  the  teacher's  instruction  time  required  for  Grade  IX  work, 
even  with  no  Grade  VII  or  Grade  VIII  pupils  present,  is  substantially  the  same 
as  that  required  for  concurrent  and  to  a large  extent,  combined  instruction  in 
these  three  grades. 
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(c)  If  in  a one-room  school,  Grade  IX  is  not  represented,  the  Inspector  or  Divisional 
Superintendent  of  Schools  may,  at  his  discretion,  authorize  the  assignment  of 
part  of  the  teacher's  instruction  time  to  high  school  subjects;  provided  the  total 
number  of  credits  carried  by  such  subjects  shall  not  exceed  15;  and  provided 
further  that  if  the  school  is  one  in  which  the  Inspector  or  Divisional  Superinten- 
dent would  not  authorize  instruction  in  Grade  IX  subjects,  instruction  in  high 
school  subjects  shall  not  be  authorized. 

(d)  if  in  a one-room  school,  Division  I (Grades  I,  II,  and  III)  or  Division  II  (Grades  IV, 
V and  VI)  is  not  represented,  the  Inspector  or  Divisional  Superintendent  of 
Schools  may,  at  his  discretion,  authorize  the  assignment  of  part  of  the  teacher's 
instruction  time  to  high  school  subjects,  provided  that  the  total  number  of 
credits  carried  by  such  subjects  shall  not  exceed  20. 

(e)  High  school  work  authorized  in  a one-room  school  shall  be  restricted  to  Grade 
X subjects  unless  there  are  no  Grade  X pupils  in  attendance. 

3.  Senior  Rooms  with  Grades  Below  Nine 

(a)  In  a classroom  where  Grades  VI  to  IX  are  present,  along  with  some  high  school 
students,  the  total  number  of  credits  carried  by  the  high  school  subjects  author- 
ized shall  not  exceed  25. 

(b)  In  a classroom  where  Grades  VII  to  IX  are  present,  along  with  some  high  school 
students,  the  total  number  of  credits  carried  by  the  high  school  subjects  author- 
ized shall  not  exceed  30;  provided  that  if  General  Mathematics  la  is  included 
in  the  program,  the  maximum  number  of  credits  permitted  shall  be  33. 

(c)  High  school  work  authorized  in  senior  rooms  where  some  grades  below  IX  are 
present  shall  be  restricted  to  Grade  X subjects,  unless  Grade  IX  or  Grade  X is 
not  represented. 

4.  One-Room  High  Schools 

(a)  In  a classroom  where  high  school  grades  and  Grade  IX  are  present,  the  total 
number  of  credits  carried  by  the  high  school  subjects  authorized  shall  not  exceed 
50,  and  no  Grade  XII  subjects  shall  be  offered  unless  Grade  X or  Grade  XI  is 
not  represented.  Furthermore,  in  such  a classroom  Grade  IX  must  receive  at 
least  three-eighths  of  the  total  amount  of  instruction  time  and  each  high  school 
subject  is  to  be  given  at  least  50  per  cent  of  standard  instruction  time. 

(b)  In  a classroom  where  only  high  school  grades  are  present,  the  total  number  of 
credits  carried  by  the  subjects  authorized  shall  not  exceed  70.  The  amount  of 
instruction  time  given  to  each  high  school  subject  shall  be  at  least  57  per  cent  of 
the  standard  requirement. 

5.  Two-Room  High  Schools 

(a)  In  a school  where  two  teachers  are  giving  instruction  in  Grades  IX,  X,  XI  and  XII, 
the  total  number  of  credits  carried  by  the  high  school  subjects  authorized  shall 
not  exceed  90,  and  Grade  IX  must  receive  at  least  one-quarter  of  the  total 
amount  of  instruction  time.  The  amount  of  instruction  time  given  to  each  high 
school  subject  shall  be  at  least  65  per  cent  of  the  standard  requirement. 

(b)  In  a school  where  two  teachers  are  giving  instruction  in  Grades  X,  XI  and  XII, 
the  total  number  of  credits  carried  by  the  subjects  authorized  shall  not  exceed 
95.  The  amount  of  instruction  time  given  to  each  high  school  subject  shall  be  at 
least  85  per  cent  of  the  standard  requirement. 
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6.  Three-Room  High  Schools 

In  a school  where  three  teachers  are  giving  instruction  in  Grades  IX,  X,  XI  and 
XII,  the  total  number  of  credits  carried  by  the  high  school  subjects  authorized  shall  not 
exceed  100.  Grade  IX  must  receive  at  least  one-quarter  of  the  total  amount  of  instruc- 
tion time  and  each  high  school  subject  is  to  be  given  at  least  85  per  cent  of  standard 
instruction  time. 

7.  Standard  Instruction-Time  High  School 

In  a school  where  more  than  three  teachers  are  giving  instruction  in  Grades  IX 
to  XII,  or  more  than  two  teachers  giving  instruction  in  Grades  X to  XII,  each  subject 
offered  shall  receive  standard  instruction  time. 

8.  Commercial  and  Technical  Electives 

Instruction  in  a full  program  of  Commercial  Electives  or  Technical  Electives  may 
be  offered  only  in  schools  approved  for  this  purpose  by  the  Department  of  Education. 
However,  in  three-room  high  schools  or  in  standard  instruction-time  schools,  where  the 
special  equipment  and  facilities  required  have  been  approved  by  an  Inspector  of  High 
Schools,  instruction  may  be  offered  in  one  or  two  Commercial  subjects. 
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The  High  School  Diploma 


1.  Definition 

The  High  School  Diploma  is  an  official  document  issued  by  the  Department  of 
Education,  certifying  that  the  holder  has  completed  the  required  program  of  instruc- 
tion through  attendance  at  a high  school,  or  through  correspondence  instruction  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Department. 

This  diploma  does  not  of  itself  grant  matriculation  unless  it  shows  that  the 
holder's  program  has  included  the  subjects  specially  required  by  the  university  and  that 
he  has  secured  the  necessary  standing  in  these  subjects.  (See  Section  8,  pp.  32-34.) 

2.  Minimum  Requirements 

Subject  to  regulations  governing  the  choice  of  subjects  and  the  standing  re- 
quired for  obtaining  credits  in  each  subject,  the  following  are  the  minimum  require- 
ments for  the  High  School  Diploma: 

One  Hundred  (100)  high  school  credits,  which  must  include — 

(a)  Thirty-five  (35)  credits  for  the  compulsory  subjects:  English  I,  2 and  3,  Social 
Studies  I,  2 and  3,  Physical  Education  I,  and  Health  I. 

(b)  At  least  fourteen  (14)  credits  in  Grade  XII  subjects,  which  may  include  the  ten 
credits  for  English  3 and  Social  Studies  3. 

(c)  At  least  fifty  (50)  credits,  with  the  fourteen  above-mentioned  included,  for 
Grade  XI  and  Grade  XII  subjects. 

(d)  At  least  ten  (10)  credits  of  electives  from  the  commercial,  technical,  and/or 
general  fields. 
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Recommendations  for  Credits 

1.  General  Information 

(a)  'High  school  credits  are  granted  through  the  Examinations  Branch  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  which  follow. 

(b)  Superintendents  of  city  high  schools  and  principals  of  schools  may,  under  the 
conditions  set  forth  below,  recommend  for  credits  those  students  who  have 
completed  succesfully  the  authorized  courses  in  any  Grade  X or  Grade  XI 
subject  or  in  any  non-examination  subject  of  Grade  XII. 

(c)  In  those  cases  where  students  have  attended  irregularly,  recommendation  shall 
be  supported  by  a statement  setting  forth  the  grounds  on  which  such  recom- 
mendations may  reasonably  be  accepted.  Special  cases  of  students  presenting 
medical  certificates,  or  bona  fide  reports  of  other  special  circumstances,  or  of 
students  changing  schools  during  the  year,  will  be  dealt  with  on  their  merits  by 
the  Department. 

2.  Form  A and  Form  B Cards 

(a)  During  the  last  week  of  August  there  will  be  sent  to  every  school  in  which  junior 
and  senior  high  school  orades  are  taught,  two  card-forms,  Form  A and  Form  B. 
The  Form  A card  will  show  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  organization  for  the 
year  1952-53  and  the  Form  B will  show  the  optional  subjects  of  Grade  IX  in 
which  instruction  will  be  given  during  the  year.  The  principal  of  each  school  is 
asked  to  complete  these  Form  A and  Form  B cards  and  to  submit  them  early  in 
September  to  his  Inspector  or  Divisional  Superintendent,  for  approval. 

(b)  If  the  Inspector  or  Divisional  Superintendent  approves  the  organization  shown 
on  the  forms  and  the  list  of  subjects  specified  thereon,  he  will  endorse  and 
forward  the  cards  to  the  Examinafions  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Education. 
If  he  does  not  so  approve,  he  will  notify  the  principal  or  teacher  concerned 
accordingly,  requiring  whatever  adjustments  he  considers  advisable.  After  these 
adjustments  have  been  made,  he  will  endorse  the  amended  cards  and  forward 
them  to  the  Examinations  Branch. 

(c)  The  Department  of  Education  will  accept  recommendations  for  credits  from 
schools  offering  instruction  in  high  school  subjects  only  if  the  following  require- 
ments have  been  satisfied: 

(i)  The  Form  A card,  described  above,  has  been  returned  to  the  Examinations 
Branch  of  the  Department  of  Education  bearing  the  Inspector's  endorsement 
of  approval. 

(ii)  The  particular  subject  or  subjects  in  which  credits  by  recommendation  are 
sought,  appear  on  the  form  bearing  the  Inspector's  endorsement  of  ap- 
proval. 

3.  Principal's  Confidential  Report 

(a)  Recommendations  for  credits  must  be  made  by  means  of  a confidential  report 
signed  by  the  superintendent  or  principal  making  the  recommendations.  Full 
instructions  regarding  this  report  will  be  contained  in  a special  departmental 
memorandum  to  be  issued  later  in  the  school  year. 

(b)  All  recommendations  shall  be  considered  confidential  and  shall  not,  therefore, 
be  posted  or  announced  to  students  at  the  close  of  the  school  year.  Copies  of 
recommendations  sent  to  the  Department  should,  however,  be  retained  for  the 
files  of  the  school. 
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(c)  On  receipt  of  these  Confidential  Reports,  the  Department  of  Education  will 
issue  to  each  student  an  Official  Statement  of  Standing,  showing  his  standing 
in  individual  subjects  and  the  number  of  credits  earned. 

(d)  Principals  and  teachers  are  requested  to  take  special  precautions  against  over- 
grading or  under-grading  their  pupils  in  non-examination  subjects. 

(e)  The  principal  of  the  school  has  the  final  responsibility  for  the  gradings  submitted 
in  his  confidential  report.  Since,  however,  this  matter  is  definitely  related  to  the 
guidance  program  of  a school  and  is,  therefore,  the  proper  concern  of  the  staff 
as  a wholei  the  principal,  in  cases  where  he  may  consider  it  desirable  to  revise 
the  gradings  submitted  by  a member  or  members  of  his  staff,  should  do  so  only 
in  consultation  with  the  member  or  members  concerned  and  with  the  whole  staff. 
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Grade  XII  Examinations 


L General  Information 

(a)  The  annual  departmental  examinations  in  Grade  XII  subjects  will  be  held  in 
June,  1953.  Early  in  1953  the  Department  will  issue  a special  circular  relating  to 
the  dates  of  the  examinations,  the  application  forms  required  from  principals, 
and  the  operation  of  school  classrooms  during  the  period  of  examinations. 

(b)  The  examination  subjects  of  Grade  XII  are  the  following:  English  3,  (two 
examinations — Literature  and  Language),  Social  Studies  3,  Algebra  2,  Trigon- 
ometry and  Analytical  Geometry  I (one  examination),  Physics  2,  Chemistry  2, 
Biology  2,  Latin  3,  French  3 and  German  3. 

(c)  The  granting  of  credits  for  the  examination  subjects  of  Grade  XII  is  based  on 
the  results  of  the  departmental  examinations,  together  with  the  estimates  sub- 
mitted by  principals  in  their  confidential  reports  at  the  close  of  the  school  year. 

2.  Attendance  Requirements 

High  school  students  are  not  permitted  to  write  departmental  examinations  in 
a full  program  of  Grade  XII  subjects  unless  they  have  taken  regular  classroom  instruc- 
tion or  correspondence  instruction,  in  these  subjects;  provided,  however,  that  (See 
Section  1(c),  Page  26.) 

(a)  Adult  students  who  are  twenty  years  of  age  or  older  may  apply  to  the  High 
School  and  University  Matriculation  Examinations  Board  for  permission  to  write 
these  examinations  without  having  taken  classroom  or  correspondence  instruc- 
tion. Such  students  will  receive  a statement  showing  the  results  obtained  on  the 
examinations  but  will  not  be  granted  high  school  "credits." 

(b)  Students  who  have  completed  the  requirements  for  a High  School  Diploma  may 
write  these  examinations  without  having  taken  classroom  or  correspondence 
instruction. 

(c)  A student  who  has  secured  85  high  school  credits  may  be  permitted  to  write  a 
second  time  on  Departmental  Examinations  in  as  many  as  three  Grade  XII 
subjects  without  having  taken,  for  the  second  time,  classroom  or  correspondence 
instruction  in  these  subjects. 

(d)  Teachers  who  are  completing  Grade  XII  under  former  regulations  may  write 
these  examinations  without  having  taken  classroom  or  correspondence  instruc- 
tion. 

3.  Nature  of  the  Examinations 

(a)  Modern  techniques  of  testing  are  employed.  Accordingly(  it  may  be  expected 
that  the  examinations  will  have  the  following  features,  which  teachers  are  asked 
to  explain  fully  to  their  students: 

(I)  Examination  papers  now  include  one  or  more  essay  type  questions  requiring 
a full  and  well  constructed  answer;  paragraph  questions  and  a large  number 
of  short-answer  questions  such  as  matching,  true — false,  completion,  and 
multiple  choice. 

(2|  The  number  of  questions  in  each  subject  is  likely  to  be  larger  than  any 
student  will  be  able  to  complete  within  the  time  allowed.  This  feature  is 
necessary  in  the  testing  procedure  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  work  against 
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the  legitimate  interests  of  the  students  who  are  expected  to  do  as  much  as 
they  can.  In  this  respect  the  present  examinations  differ  from  those  in  use  a 
number  of  years  ago  in  much  the  same  way  that  an  eight-foot  scale  for 
measuring  a student's  height  in  inches  differs  from  a five-foot  scale  gradu- 
ated in  feet.  Students  are  not  expected  to  answer  all  the  questions  and 
should  not  be  alarmed  or  disappointed  if  they  find  they  cannot  do  so. 

(3)  The  total  number  of  marks  on  any  particular  examination  may  not  be  100, 
or  150,  or  200,  or  any  round  number;  and  it  will  not  be  indicated  on  the 
paper.  Likewise,  there  is  no  pre-assigned  or  pre-determined  pass  mark;  this 
mark  is  not  necessarily  one-half  of  the  possible  score — it  may  be  more,  or 
less.  The  student  cannot,  therefore,  forecast  his  final  score  on  an  examination 
by  adding  the  values  assigned  to  the  questions  which  he  has  answered 
correctly.  Such  a procedure  might  give  his  "raw  score"  but  his  final  score  is 
obtained  by  a statistical  transmutation  of  raw  scores  to  a new  scale  ranging 
from  0 to  100.  This  transmutation  does  not  affect  the  student's  rank  In  the 
group  writing  any  particular  examination,  but  it  does  make  it  possible  and 
convenient  to  compare  his  standing  in  one  subject  with  that  in  another. 

(b)  Since  the  Examinations  Branch  is  renting  an  IBM  test  scoring  machine  which 
scores  examinations  quickly  and  accurately,  it  is  quite  probable  that  examina- 
tions on  certain  subjects  will  be  adapted  (wholly  or  in  part)  to  machine  scoring. 
As  a rule,  the  examinations  prepared  for  machine  scoring  are  composed  of 
multiple-choice  questions.  Special  answer  sheets  must  be  used  for  machine- 
scored  tests;  these  are  supplied  with  each  test  and  special  directions  are  given 
which  should  be  fully  understood  by  the  students  before  attempting  a paper 
of  this  kind. 

(c)  The  examination  in  English  3 consists  of  two  parts,  and  students  seeking  credits 
in  this  subject  must  write  on  both. 

Part  I is  mainly  on  reading  comprehension  and  literary  appreciation,  and 
most  of  the  questions  are  based  on  "sight"  selections.  There  is  no  attempt  to 
examine  specifically  on  selections  from  the  prescribed  reading,  although  a few 
general  questions  on  this  reading  may  be  given. 

Part  II  is  mainly  on  language  usage  and  composition,  including  an  essay. 
Certain  questions  from  Part  I are  also  evaluated  for  language  and  the  score  so 
obtained  incorporated  into  the  final  mark  awarded  for  English  3. 

(d)  The  student's  answer  paper  in  Social  Studies  3 will  be  partially  evaluated  for 
English  language  and  the  score  thus  obtained  will  be  incorporated  into  the 
final  mark  awarded  for  this  subject. 

4.  Supplemental  Examinations 

During  the  month  of  Augusti  1953,  supplemental  examinations  will  be  conducted 
by  the  Department  of  Education  in  all  of  the  Grade  XII  examination  subjects. 

Save  in  the  case  of  illness,  duly  attested  by  a medical  certificate,  and  subject 
to  the  exceptions  noted  above  in  Sections  2(a),  (b),  (c)  and  (d),  no  student  is  permitted 
to  write  on  the  supplemental  examinations  in  any  subject  on  which  he  has  not  already 
written  in  the  June  preceding. 
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Information  for  Educational  Guidance 


1.  Suggestions  to  Principals  and  Teachers 

(a)  Students'  Programs: 

(1)  One  of  the  main  purposes  of  these  Regulations  is  to  guide  high  school 
students  in  the  selection  of  a well-balanced  program  compatible  with  their 
individual  needs  and  abilities  and  in  line  with  their  post-school  vocational 
aspirations.  To  assist  principals,  student  advisers  and  counsellors  additional 
information  has  been  included  in  this  section  on  Educational  Guidance. 

(2)  Students  should  be  advised  to  plan  their  high  school  programs  for  the  com- 
pletion of  105  credits — not  merely  the  100  credits  required  for  a diploma — 
in  order  that  they  may  have  a small  margin  of  credits  to  provide  for  possible 
loss  or  failure,  especially  during  the  last  year. 

(3)  Although  a student  may  normally  expect  to  complete  his  high  school  pro- 
gram in  three  years  by  obtaining  35  credits  each  year,  many  students  prefer 
to  spread  this  work  over  a longer  period  of  time.  Some  do  this  by  carrying 
fewer  credits  per  year;  others  enrich  their  programs  with  extra  subjects. 

2.  Recognition  of  High  School  Technical  Electives  in  Apprenticeship  Training.  Ar- 
rangements with  the  Provincial  Apprenticeship  Board  have  been  made  for  the 
recognition  of  Unit  Shop  courses  in  the  high  schools  on  the  following  terms: 

(a)  A student  who  has  successfully  completed  at  an  approved  Unit  Shop  under  a 
journeyman  instructor,  Woodwork  I,  2 and  3 or  Electricity  I,  2 and  3,  or  Auto- 
motives I,  2 and  3 may  sit  for  an  examination  in  either  of  these  subjects  set  by 
the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Apprenticeship  Board  and  if  successful  will  be 
granted  a one  year  credit  of  apprenticeship  training,  thereby  allowing  the  stu- 
dent to  start  his  second  year  of  apprenticeship  on  leaving  high  school. 

(b)  A student  who  has  successfully  completed  at  an  approved  Unit  Shop,  not  under 
a journeyman  instructor  but  one  who  has  had  considerable  training  and  ex- 
perience in  the  trade  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Apprenticeship  Board,  Wood- 
work I,  2 and  3 or  Electricity  I,  2 and  3,  or  Automotives  I,  2 and  3,  may  begin 
his  apprenticeship  training  and  if  after  three  months'  of  training  on  the  job  his 
work  reaches  a satisfactory  standard  he  may  be  allowed  to  sit  for  an  examination 
in  his  trade  set  by  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Apprenticeship  Board  and  if 
successful  he  may  then  proceed  to  the  second  year  of  his  apprenticeship  train- 
ing.

7.  Nursing 

(a)  Under  the  provisions  of  "The  Registered  Nurses'  Act,  1941 ,"  as  amended  1948, 
a student  must  possess  the  following  MINIMUM  educational  qualifications: 

(I)  Alberta  Grade  XI  standing  comprising  sixty-seven  or  more  high  school 
credits  including — 

(i)  the  compulsory  subjects  of  Grade  X and  XI  in  English,  Social  Studies, 
Physical  Education  and  Health;  and 

(ii)  credit  in  any  3 of  the  following:  Chemistry  I,  Chemistry  2,  Biology  !, 
Biology  2,  Algebra  I,  Algebra  2,  Geometry  I,  Physics  I,  Physics  2, 
General  Science  I,  General  Science  2,  General  Mathematics  I ; and 

(iii)  standing  of  "B"  or  higher  in  at  least  fifty-seven  credits, 

or  (2)  such  other  academic  qualifications  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  General 
Faculty  Council  of  the  University  of  Alberta  to  be  the  equivalent  of  the 
foregoing  qualifications. 

(b)  Students  planning  to  enter  the  University  of  Alberta  School  of  Nursing  for  the 
B.Sc.  degree  in  nursing  or  for  the  diploma  in  nursing  must  hold  a high  school 
diploma  with  a 60  per  cent  average  in  the  following  courses  of  Grade  XII — 
English  3,  Social  Studies  3,  Chemistry  2,  and  any  four  of  : Algebra  2,  Trigon- 
ometry and  Analytical  Geometry  I,  Physics  2,  Biology  2,  French  3 or  Latin  3 or 
German  3. 

(c)  For  the  guidance  of  students  who  contemplate  studying  nursing  the  academic 
requirements  as  stated  in  (a)  above  will  not  permit: 

(1)  admission  to  the  majority  of  the  Schools  of  Nursing  in  Alberta;  (At  present 
only  three  hospitals  in  Alberta  will  consider  admitting  students  with  Grade 
XI  standing  and  these  three  hospitals  give  preference  to  students  with 
Grade  XII  standing). 

(2)  nurse  registration  in  certain  provinces  of  Canada  and  many  states  in  the 
United  States. 

(3)  admission  to  University  for  a degree  in  nursing  or  for  post-graduate  study. 

(d)  Since  the  details  of  entrance  requirements  vary  somewhat  from  one  training 
school  to  another,  students  would  be  well  advised  to  contact  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Nurses  at  the  hospital  where  they  plan  to  take  their  training,  for  more 
information.  Additional  or  more  detailed  information  may  be  obtained  by 
writing  to  the  Registrar,  Alberta  Association  of  Registered  Nurses,  10129- 
102nd  Street,  Edmonton,  Alberta. 

8.  Requirements  for  Matriculation  into  the  University  of  Alberta 

Some  information  concerning  matriculation  requirements  is  given  below. 
Students  who  desire  a more  detailed  statement  should  consult  the  University  Cal- 
endar (which  is  available  in  all  high  schools)  or  send  for  a copy  of  the  General 
Section  of  the  calendar.  All  correspondence  dealing  with  matriculation  requirements 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Registrar,  University  of  Alberta,  Edmonton,  Alberta. 

(a)  For  Admission  to  any  Faculty:

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"B"  standing  in  the  following  courses  of  Grade  XII  and  in  their  prerequisite 
courses:

(b)  Special  Requirements  for  Certain  Faculties. 

Some  variations  in  the  Grade  XII  pattern  listed  are  permissible,  viz: 

(1)  For  the  degrees  of  B.A.,  B.Sc.  and  B.Comm.  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science  (not  including  B.Sc.  in  'Household  Economics)  Biology  2 may  be 
offered  instead  of  Chemistry  2 or  Physics  2; 

(2)  For  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  the  Faculty  of  Agriculture  either: 

(i)  the  High  School  Diploma  with  "B"  standing  in  the  following  courses  and 
their  prerequisite  courses: — English  3,  Social  Studies  3,  Algebra  2, 
Trigonometry  and  Analytical  Geometry,  Chemistry  2,  Physics  2,  Biology 
2 or  the  third  unit  of  a foreign  language.  (In  connection  with  the  foreign 
language  requirement,  all  students  entering  the  Faculty  of  Agriculture 
must  have  credit  in  French  2,  or  German  2,  or  Latin  2.) 

or 

(ii)  A certificate  of  graduation  from  an  Alberta  Provincial  School  of  Agri- 
culture together  with  not  less  than  70  high  school  credits  ("B"  standing) 
including  English  2,  Social  Studies  2,  Algebra  I,  Geometry  i, 

(3)  For  the  combined  degrees  of  B.A.,  LL.B.,  matriculation  requirements  are  as 
noted  above  for  the  degree  of  B.A. 


(c)  For  Admission  to  the  Faculty  of  Education: 

(1)  Temporary  License  (one  year):  A High  School  Diploma  with  at  least  a "B" 
standing  in  English  3 and  Social  Studies  3. 

(2)  Four-Year  B.Ed.  Proqram  (or  two-year  certification  program):  A High  School 
Diploma  (100  credits)  with  at  least  "B"  standing  in  the  following: 

(a)  Algebra  I or  Geometry  I. 

(b)  Physics  I or  Chemistry  I. 

(c)  Biology  I or  2. 

(d)  English  3 and  Social  Studies  3. 

(e)  Either  Algebra  2 and  Chemistry  2 

or  Two  of  French  3,  Latin  2 and  Music  3. 

or  Two  of  French  2,  Latin  3 and  Music  3. 

or  any  three  Grade  XII  examination  subjects  other  than  English  3 
and  Social  Studies  3. 

Candidates  intending  to  select  B.Ed.  options  in  Household  Economics  or  In- 
dustrial Arts  subjects,  may  if  they  wish,  submit  the  following  credits  in  lieu  of  group  (e) 
above: 

Household  Economics:  Chemistry  2 and  an  8-credit  option  in  Household  Econ- 
omics, or  Chemistry  2,  a 4-credit  option  in  Household  Economics  and  one  Grade  XII 
credit  in  a foreign  language,  or  mathematics,  or  science. 
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Industrial  Arts:  Trigonometry  and  Analytical  Geometry  I and  an  8-credit  option 
in  Industrial  Arts,  or  Trigonometry  and  Analytical  Geometry  I,  a 4-credit  option  in 
Industrial  Arts  and  one  Grade  XII  credit  in  a foreign  language,  or  mathematics,  or 
science. 

For  candidates  planning  to  select  B.Ed.  options  in  Commercial  subjects  the 
following  credits  are  required  in  lieu  of  group  (e)  above:  Typing  2,  Shorthand  2,  Office 
Practice,  and  Secretarial  Training.  If  deficient  in  any  or  all  of  these  subjects,  a candi- 
date will  be  admitted  with  the  credits  of  group  (e)  above  but  will  be  required  to  clear 
his  deficiencies  before  completing  his  B.Ed.  program.

(3)  A Temporary  License  is  valid  for  the  teaching  of  Grades  l-IX  inclusive. 

(4)  (a)  A person  who  has  completed  satisfactorily  an  approved  first-year  program 

of  the  University  of  Alberta  prescribed  for  teachers  of  the  elementary  and 
junior  high  school  grades,  may  be  granted  a Temporary  License  valid  for 
two  years.  This  license  may  be  extended  one  year  for  each  successfully 
completed  Summer  Session's  work  in  approved  courses  leading  to  the  Stan- 
dard E or  the  Standard  S Certificate. 

(b)  The  holder  of  a Temporary  License  may  qualify  for  a permanent  Standard 
E or  Standard  S Certificate  by  completing  the  following  requirements: 

(i)  Successful  teaching  experience  of  two  years  in  Alberta  schools. 

(ii)  A recommendation  from  an  Inspector  of  Schools. 

(iii)  Successful  completion  of  the  second  year  of  a B.Ed.  program. 

(5)  A person  who  has  completed  satisfactorily  the  first  two  years  of  the  B.Ed.  pro- 
gram of  the  University  of  Alberta  prescribed  for  teachers  of  elementary  and 
junior  high  school  grades  may  be  granted  an  Interim  Standard  E Certificate, 
valid  for  three  years. 

The  Interim  Standard  E Certificate  may  be  made  permanent  when  the 
following  requirements  have  been  satisfied: 

(i)  Successful  teaching  experience  of  two  years. 

(ii)  A recommendation  from  an  Inspector  of  Schools. 

(6)  (a)  A person  who  has  completed  satisfactorily  the  first  two  years  of  the  B.Ed. 

program  of  the  University  of  Alberta  prescribed  for  teachers  of  the  high 
school  grades  may  be  granted  an  Interim  Standard  S Certificate,  valid  for 
three  years. 

(b)  The  Interim  Standard  S Certificate  may  be  made  permanent  when  the 
following  requirements  have  been  satisfied: 

(i)  Successful  teaching  experience  of  two  years  in  Alberta  Schools. 

(ii)  A recomemndation  from  an  Inspector  of  Schools. 

(c)  Any  teacher  who,  after  one  year  of  training  in  the  program  prescribed  for 
teachers  of  the  elementary  and  junior  high  school  grades,  transfers  to  the 
second  year  of  the  program  prescribed  for  teachers  of  the  high  school 
grades,  will  be  required  to  complete  two  additional  approved  courses  of  the 
B.Ed.  program. 
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(7)  (a)  A person  who  has  completed  satisfactorily  three  years  of  the  B.Ed.  program 

of  the  University  of  Alberta  prescribed  for  teachers  of  the  elementary  and 
junior  high  school  grades  or  of  the  high  school  grades  may  be  granted  an 
Interim  Professional  Certificate. 

(b)  The  Interim  Professional  Certificate  may  be  made  permanent  when  the 
following  requirements  have  been  satisfied: 

(i)  Successful  teaching  experience  of  two  years  in  Alberta. 

(ii)  A recommendation  from  an  Inspector  of  Schools. 

(8)  The  requirements  for  a permanent  certificate  may  be  waived  in  the  case  of  a 
teacher  qualifying  for  any  certificate,  provided  that  he  previously  held  an 
Alberta  permanent  certificate  of  another  class. 

(9)  (a)  The  holder  of  a bachelor's  degree  acceptable  to  the  Minister  may  be 

granted  an  Interim  Standard  E or  an  Interim  Standard  S Certificate  upon 
completion  of  one  year's  approved  work  in  the  Faculty  of  Education,  and 
may  be  granted  an  Interim  Professional  Certificate  upon  completion  of  two 
further  approved  courses,  being  one  summer  session's  work  or  its  equivalent; 
and  the  holder  of  an  acceptable  honours'  degree  or  a Master's  degree  may 
be  granted  an  Interim  Professional  Certificate  upon  completion  of  one 
year's  approved  v/ork  at  the  Faculty  of  Education. 

(b)  Such  Interim  Certificates  may  be  made  permanent  when  the  following  re- 
quirements have  been  satisfied: 

(i)  Successful  teaching  experience  of  two  years  in  Alberta. 

(ii)  A recommendation  from  an  Inspector  of  Schools.

(I)  The  holder  of  a certificate  issued  under  former  regulations  may,  upon  applica- 
tion to  the  Minister,  exchange  it  for  a new  Certificate  as  indicated  in  the  follow- 
ing table.

(2)  Junior  Elementary  and  Intermediate  School  Certificates  shall  remain  in  effect 
until  they  expire.  They  shall  not  be  extended  but  may,  if  it  is  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Minister,  be  succeeded  by  Temporary  Licenses.  The  holders  thereof  shall 
be  entitled  to  teach  Grades  I to  IX  inclusive. 


(3)  Elementary  and  Intermediate  School  Certificates  shall  remain  in  effect  unless 
and  until  they  expire,  or  until  they  are  replaced  by  Standard  Certificates.  The 
holders  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to  teach  Grades  I to  X inclusive. 


(4)  Permanent  Second  Class  Certificates  shall  remain  in  effect,  but  the  holders 
thereof  may  be  granted  Elementary  and  Intermediate  School  Certificates  upon 
the  completion  of  at  least  one  approved  Summer  Session  of  work,  taken  either 
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before  or  after  the  coming  into  effect  of  these  regulations,  and  if  recommended 
by  an  inspector  of  schools.  The  holders  of  Second  Class  Certificates,  either  in- 
terim or  permanent,  shall  be  entitled  to  teach  Grades  I to  IX  inclusive. 

(5)  Existing  interim  certificates  may  be  made  permanent  in  the  manner  provided 
by  the  regulations  in  effect  immediately  heretofore,  namely: 

(i)  Two  years'  teaching  experience  in  Alberta  schools. 

(ii)  After  teaching  experience  of  one  year,  attendance  at  one  summer  school 
session,  or  more,  in  Alberta  or  elsewhere,  with  satisfactory  attainment  in 
approved  courses. 

(iii)  A recommendation  from  an  inspector  of  Schools. 

3.  Special  Certificates 

(I)  Teachers  offering  instruction  in  Commercial  and  Technical  Electives  are  re- 
quired to  hold  Special  Certificates.  The  Special  Certificates  required  for  teach- 
ing these  subjects  are  given  in  the  schedule  below: 

(a)  Commercial  Electives: 

With  respect  to  Bookkeeping  1 0 and  2,  Shorthand  ! 0 and  2,  and  Typewriting 
10  and  2,  the  teacher  is  required  to  hold  the  Senior  Certificate  in  the  par- 
ticular subject  or  subjects  taught,  or  a Senior  Certificate  in  Commercial 
Subjects.  With  respect  to  all  other  Commercial  Electives,  the  teacher  is  re- 
quired to  hold  the  Senior  Certificate  in  Commercial  Subjects. 

(b)  Technical  Electives: 

Except  for  Animal  Science  and  Plant  Science,  the  Senior  Certificate  in  In- 
dustrial Arts  or  in  Home  Economics  is  the  minimum  standard  of  qualification 
for  teaching  the  Technical  Electives.  Teachers  of  the  Vocational  Agriculture 
Subjects  should  hold  the  B.Sc.  degree  in  Agriculture  or  a B.Ed.  degree  (in 
Agriculture)  as  well  as  the  appropriate  teaching  certificate. 

(c)  Other  Electives: 

(1)  The  Junior  Certificate  is  required  of  those  offering  instruction  in  Music 
10,  Dramatics  10,  Bookkeeping  10,  Shorthand  10  (2  credits),  Typewriting 
10  (3  credits),  Drafting  10,  Drafting  2,  General  Mechanics  15,  16,  17, 
Art  2. 

(2)  The  Senior  Certificate  is  required  of  those  offering  instruction  in  Music 
2,  Dramatics  2,  Physical  Education  2,  Home  Economics  2. 

(3)  The  same  requirements  for  teaching  Physical  Education  2 will  be  in  effect 
during  1952-53  as  were  in  effect  in  1948-49,  viz.,  a Senior  Certificate  in 
Physical  Education,  or  a Junior  Certificate  plus  a recommendation  from 
a High  School  Inspector. 

(4)  No  special  certification  is  required  of  those  offering  instruction  in  Gen- 
eral Electives  not  named  in  Section  (I),  (2)  and  (3)  above. 

Note:  In  addition  to  these  Special  Certificates,  the  teacher  also  must  hold  a 
general  certificate  acceptable  for  teaching  the  grade  or  grades  under 
which  the  subjects  in  question  are  listed. 

Teachers  in  doubt  about  their  license  to  teach  in  any  of  the  special  fields 
should  communicate  with  the  Registrar,  Department  of  Education,  Ed- 
monton. 

4.  New  Special  Certificates 

(I)  The  Minister  may  grant  a Special  Certificate  in  one  or  more  of  the  following 
subjects  of  the  junior  or  senior  high  school  program  to  a teacher  who  holds  a 
general  certificate  of  appropriate  class — Art,  Dramatics,  Music,  Bookkeeping, 
Shorthand,  Typewriting,  Commercial  Subjects,  General  Shop  and  Shop  Subjects 
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(or  Industrial  Arts),  Unit  Shop,  Home  Economics,  Physical  Education,  Guidance 
and  Principal's  or  Supervisor's  Certificate.  The  courses  for  a Special  Certificate 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Minister  and  may  be  taken  as  part  of  the  regular 
training  for  a general  certificate  or  at  a summer  school  in  Alberta,  or  elsewhere, 
by  permission  of  the  Minister. 

(2)  Special  Certificates  may  be  of  three  grades,  Junior,  Senior  and  Advanced. 

(3)  The  Minister  may  grant  a Kindergarten  or  Primary  or  a Kindergarten-Primary 
Certificate,  and  prescribe  the  training  required  for  such  certificate. 

(4)  With  respect  to  any  of  the  subjects  mentioned  above  the  Minister  may  require 
that  a teacher  offering  instruction  in  such  subject  or  subjects,  in  addition  to 
holding  a general  certificate  acceptable  for  teaching  the  subject  in  question, 
shall  also  hold  a Special  Certificate  of  a prescribed  grade.  Provided  that  the 
holder  of  a certificate  valid  in  grades  one  to  nine  with  suitable  training  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Minister  to  offer  instruction  in  Industrial  Arts  and  in  Home 
Economics  in  grades  ten  and  eleven,  such  authorization  to  be  valid  for  a year  at 
a time  only.

PROPOSED  CHANGES 
FOR  THE

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Possible  Future  Developments 

The  contents  of  this  part  of  the  1952-53  Handbook  do  not  apply  to  the  organ- 
ization and  administration  of  high  school  programs  durinq  1952-53,  but  are  presented 
with  a view  to  giving  principals  and  teachers  an  idea  of  some  further  changes  proposed 
for  the  high  school  program. 


I.  Diploma  Requirements 

It  is  proposed  that  a major  change  be  made  in  diploma  requirements.  This 
appears  to  be  necessary  because  of  the  new  approach  to  high  school  education. 
Furthermore  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  diploma  requirements  will  assist  in  making 
high  school  regulations  simpler  and  more  flexible.  The  present  stage  of  thinking  on 
the  part  of  the  High  School  Curriculum  Committee  indicates  that  the  new  high 
school  diploma  should  be  governed  by  the  following  requirements: 


(a)  Thirty-five  to  thirty-nine  credits  in  prescribed  constants  as  follows:

(b)  Sixty-one  to  sixty-five  credits  in  electives.  (In  other  words,  a sufficient  number 
of  credits  in  electives  to  make  a grand  total  of  at  least  100  credits.) 

(c)  Credit  in  at  least  one  high  school  mathematics  course. 


(d)  Credit  in  at  least  one  high  school  science  course. 

(e)  Credit  in  one  "Major"  or  two  "Minors"  from  the  electives  selected. 


(f)  Credits  in  two  Grade  XII  subjects  in  addition  to  Language  30. 


Special  Note:  To  obtain  credits  for  a Major  a student  is  required  to  obtain  a "B" 
standing  (or  better)  in  at  least  two  of  the  courses  included.  To  obtain  credit  for 
a Minor  a student  is  required  to  obtain  a "B"  standing  (or  better)  in  at  least 
one  of  the  courses  included. 


DEFINITION  (TENTATIVE)  OF  MAJOR  AND  MINOR 

A Major  is  defined  as  a subject  of  the  student's  choice  in  which  he  has  decided 
to  take  at  least  three  courses  of  which  the  third  course  must  be  at  the  Grade  XII  level. 

A Minor  is  defined  as  a subject  of  the  student's  choice  in  which  he  has  decided 
to  take  two  courses.  Examples  of  Majors  and  Minors:
